Exploring Mental Illness 


Breaking through the myths, stigmas 
about an increasing college problem

There are more than 1000 
trillion connections in the 
human brain and more than 
100 billion cells all working 
together to make human 
thought possible. Despite 
the advanced nature of the 
brain, malfunctions do occur 
and cause various forms of 
mental illness. 

College students are 
extremely susceptible to 
these mental health issues 
when life changes and 
important decisions rapidly 
occur within a matter of 
months. Anxiety, depression, 
bipolar disorder and 
schizophrenia are mental 
disorders that are known to 
appear in people’s early 20s. 

One of the major concerns 
college students face when 
dealing with mental health 
is the stigma surrounding 
these illnesses. Previous 
social opinion has deemed 
mental illness as a weakness 
or a set of “fake” disorders. 
Although mental illness is 
better understood today, the 
concern of stigma still looms. 


According to a survey 
completed by English 
students at Jones County 
Junior College, 89 percent 
of students concurred that 
people hide their depression 
or anxiety because of 
the societal stigmas 
attached to the 
illnesses. 

These stigmas also 


extend to eating disorders. 
For instance, although 
males are affected by eating 
disorders, it’s a societal norm 
to believe only women have 
these disorders. The JCJC 
survey respondents’ 
response bucked 
the national trend, 
revealing that 84 
percent of students 


think males can have eating 
disorders. 

Mental health issues 
can impact the future of a 
college student. According 
to a nationwide survey 
completed in 2012 by the 
National Alliance on Mental 
Illness, 62 percent of college 
students who withdrew from 
classes did so because of 
mental health conditions. 
With a percentage that large, 
students and administrators 
seeking to make higher 
education an effective 
institution, must consider 
the various aspects of 

mental wellness. JCJC, as 
well as many colleges, offers 
counseling to students who 
need it, and 73 percent of the 
students on campus surveyed 
said they are aware of suicide 
prevention resources. 

There is controversy 

surrounding medications for 
mental illness, as dangerous 
side effects have been 

reported in a few cases. This 
has resulted in some people 
turning to holistic healing,

The winners of the election 
are Sabrina Sagers, Alyssa 
Hopkins and Laura Amour. 

The responsibilities of 
these officers within SGA 
is to provide students 
with representation, 
constituency, and to act as 
a bridge between students 
and administrators and 
faculty. These positions 
are highly coveted, as 
they can distinguish 
students as leaders in 
their communities and 
lead them to leadership 
scholarships when they 


transfer. 

Every year, students 
elect their body 
representatives in the fall 
semester and their class 
officials in the spring 
semester following Spring 
Break. This past election 
cycle determined the 
student body president, 
vice president, and 
treasurer/historian for 
the 2016-2017 school 
year.

Sagers. 

Sagers’s first act as 
president will be to host a 
color run on April 30 that 
she helped plan with her 
fellow officers and SGA 
members. 

While Sager’s position 
was locked up early, the 
candidates for the other 
two positions had to 
campaign for a whole 
week and three days, after 
the voting got moved back 
another three days. These 
competitors were allowed 


to campaign publically 
in front of the cafeteria 
to attract voters, and 
they offered their fellow 
students enticements like 
brownies, pound cake, 
cupcakes, shirts, pencils 
and sunglasses. Some 
students spend hundreds 
of dollars trying to pull 
support from their fellow 
students, and sometimes 
they still lose after using so 
much capital, proving that 
simply pouring money into 
a campaign doesn’t always 
get votes. 

After an extended week of 
voting and run-offs, Alyssa 
Hopkins was declared 
the vice president, and 
Laura Amour was declared 
treasurer. They were both 
very excited and eager to 
begin to their leadership 
positions, which started 
with Spring Fever just two 
weeks after the election. 

As the Jones student 
body gets ready to 
transition to its new 
officers, the entire SGA 
group can’t wait for what 
the upcoming year holds in 
store. New vice president 
Hopkins feels optimistic 
about the upcoming year. 

“Sabrina, Laura and I will 
work very hard together to 
make the 2016-2017 a great 
one!” Hopkins said. 

Now, Jones will just have 
to wait patiently until next 
semester, when they see 
what SGA has in store for 
the student body.

According to the “Wall 
Street Journal,” the average 
eollege student graduated 
with just $15,000 in debt in 
1993. Today, that number 
is over $35,000. Statistics 
such as this have brought 
to light the national student 
loan crisis and the rising 
eost of eollege. 


Some proposed solutions 
have involved inereasing 
federal grants or redueing 
federal student loan rates. 
The most radical and 
popular solutions have 
suggested that some or all 
college tuition should be 
made free to the student.

National security and privacy at odds

Assisted suicide is a 
topic that has become 
prevalent throughout the 
United States, especially 
in the past deeade. 
Organizations sueh as 
Final Exit Network offer 
services for those who 
faee ehronie illness or 
pain that diminishes their 
quality of life. Essentially, 
FEN counsels patients as 
they end their life, as well 
as helping families work 
through the emotionally- 
eharged proeess. 

The organization does 
not actively assist suieide, 
and their eriteria prohibits 
offering services to those 
in mental distress. The 
service is specifically 
for people of sound 


mind who are facing an 
unsound body and do not 
wish to suffer. 

Obviously, the 

organization is often 
scrutinized, and the 
practice raises some 
ethical questions. Though 
it is not teehnieally illegal, 
many-myself included- 
are opposed to FEN 
because it, in a way, gives 
taeit consent to suieide. 

1 was admittedly raised 
in a Christian home with 
eonservative values, so 
my thoughts on this 
subject are fairly easy to 
predict. However, I also 
eome from a family who 
has lost a loved one to 
suicide, and the resulting 
pain and emotional 
damage is not something

In Deeember of 2015, a 
terrorist attack occurred 
in San Bernardino, Calif., 
killing Mpeople andinjuring 
22. The perpetrators were 
identified as Syed Rizwan 
Farook and Tashfeen Malik. 

Consequently, in 

February of this year, 
the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation requested 
that Apple unlock Malik’s 


cellular telephone as part 
of their investigation. Their 
goal was to investigate 
whether the attaek was 
planned directly with 
members of the Islamie 
State. In order for the FBI 
to do so, Apple would have 
to create a special program 
designed to bypass the 
default setting in whieh an 
iPhone deletes its content 
after 10 ineorrect password 
attempts. By bypassing 
this setting, the FBI eould 


proeess passwords without 
the risk of deleting the 
sensitive information on 
Malik’s phone. 

Apple immediately 
ehallenged the warrant, 
stating that by ereating 
this software they would 
be opening up all iPhones 
for the FBI, not just Malik’s. 
Apple released a letter to its 
eustomers explaining the 
situation and their stance; 

“The United States 
Government has demanded 


that Apple take an 
unprecedented step whieh 
threatens the security of 
our customers. We oppose 
this order, which has 
implications far beyond the 
legal case at hand.” 

Sinee the warrant and the 
eontroversy that followed, 
the FBI found a way to 
aceess the phone with the 
help of an unnamed third 
party, and the ease against

Healthy eating requires preparation

For most college 
students, the phrase “I’m 
broke” is not a cliche; it is 
a hard reality and makes 
trying to eat healthy 
difficult. 

Unhealthy foods are 
often eheaper, so many 
people buy them when on 


a budget. However, with 
a little researeh, one can 
easily have a healthy meal 
plan for $20 or $30 a week. 

Those who live in 
apartments have aeeess to 
an oven and other kitehen 
applianees, so they will 
need to eook almost every 
night to make a meal 
budget work. Thankfully, 
meal preparation exists. Go 
to frugalfarmwife.eom for 
an exact list and recipes for 
a $20 meal plan. 


You will need to have 
pots, pans, spices and 
olive oil on hand to begin. 
Uneooked meats and 
vegetables are always 
cheaper because you have 
to do the work yourself, so 
you will need to buy staple 
ingredients such as raw 
chicken, eggs, cheese, rice, 
onions, potatoes, beans, 
carrots, apples, bananas, 
etc. If you are a vegetarian, 
substitute the meat for tofu 
or extra peas and beans. 


Start by pieking one day 
at the beginning of the 
week to diee and sliee all 
of the vegetables, eook the 
raw ehieken or tofu and 
grate cheese. You can boil 
the chicken with just salt 
and pepper, or you can 
choose to get ereative with 
a crockpot and some salsa. 

That’s all there is to meal 
prep! Simply plaee all of the 
ingredients into separate

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JCJC professor goes behind the scenes

JCJC history instructor Wyatt 
Moulds had the opportunity to 
work as a historical consultant 
for director Gary Ross in the 
making of the Civil War film the 
“Free State of Jones.” 

He began working with Ross 
in 2006 and helped research and 
recreate what life looked like for 
a 19th century Yeomen farmer in 
South Mississippi. Moulds’s job 
included recreating crops the 
farmers planted, the food they 
ate, the animals they owned and 
the houses in which they lived. 
He also did research on the main 
character of the “Free State of 
Jones,” Newt Knight, a farmer 
who sided with the Union during 
the Civil War. 

“The South was not monolithic. 
Not all white people embraced 
secession, slavery and the 
war as those who embrace 
the mythology of the lost 
cause would have us believe,” 
said Moulds. “Jones County, 
Mississippi was full of Unionism 


and those who were loyal to the 
Union. It was refreshing to know 
that not everyone in Mississippi 
was enamored with the idea of 
fighting a war to protect the 
property rights of rich people.” 

According to Moulds, Knight 
stayed loyal to the Union until his 
death in 1922. 

“Being a part of this film 
production has certainly been 
one of the high points of my 
professional academic career,” 
said Moulds. “1 certainly enjoyed 
being around some very smart 
and talented people. It was a 
surreal experience to be a part 
of a historical film that involved 
a period of history that I’ve 
passionately studied all my life.” 

Moulds was able to be on set 
almost every day for five weeks 
out of the summer of 2015. He 
also experienced the difficulty 
and effort put into shooting 
scenes for a movie. 

“They might shoot a single 
scene 20 times from every angle 
for what might ultimately be 10 
seconds in a movie,” said Moulds.

Of all the animal rescues 
in the Pine Belt, Southern 
Pines Animal Shelter of 
Hattiesburg is by far the 
largest. Founded in 1952, 
SPAS is an open-admission 
shelter, which means that 
no animal will be turned 
down because of its 
age, health or reason of 
surrender. This also means 
that the shelter takes in 
5,000 to 6,000 cats and 
dogs every year. 

“We believe Southern 
Pines is a place where 
animals see a new 
beginning,” said shelter 
director Ginny Sims. 

SPAS currently has an 
ongoing transport program. 
In this program, animals 
are taken to Northern 
states where there may 
be a much smaller rescue 
population. The program 
also entails taking animals 
from smaller shelters, like 
Animal Rescue League and 
Southern Cross Animal 
Rescue, where there may 


not be enough room, in 
addition to sending animals 
to those shelters when an 
animal may require more 
one-on-one time than the 
staff at SPAS has. 

Because of this program, 
when the flooding 
occurred in Hattiesburg in 
early March, every single 
animal at Southern Pines 
was effectively evacuated 
to other shelters. 

The efforts of SPAS over 
the last five years has 
increased the shelter’s live 
release rate from a scant 
35% to 95%. This means 
that the number of animals

Braden Nicholson 

dreamed of turning his 
favorite sport, football, into 
a career. In high school, he 
played football at Wayne 
Academy and received 
a scholarship to play as 
quarterback for Belhaven 
University in Jackson, MS. 
He was determined to 
one day play for the NFL. 
But on October 14, 2013, 
Nicholson was in a car 
accident that changed his 
life completely. 

As a diabetic, Nicholson 
has to change the battery 
in his insulin pump 
periodically. In 2013, 
he changed the battery 
in his pump, which 
caused the settings to 
change. As a result, his 
pump malfunctioned, 
and Nicholson received 
extreme doses of insulin, 
which caused him to 
overdose while driving, 
causing the wreck and 
leaving him paralyzed. 
Nicholson’s spine was 
severed, his skull was 
fractured halfway around 
his head and he also had a 
traumatic brain injury. 


“It affected my life in 
every aspect completely,” 
said Nicholson. “It took 
my ability to be normal, 
and I had to learn how to 
do everything a totally 
different way.” 


From October 14, 2013 
to November 18, 2013, 
Nicholson was at Forrest 
General Hospital before 
he was moved to the 
Methodist Rehabilitation 
Center located in Jackson. 


Nicholson was there 
until he was discharged 
on December 7, 2013. 

Nicholson was in speech, 
occupational and physical

The men and women’s 
basketball teams just 
ended a great season. 
Both teams made it to the 
first round in the Region 
23 Tournament but came 
up short. The men’s team 
lost against Northwest 
Mississippi Community 
College, 80-97 on March 
3. The ladies’ team lost 
against Baton Rouge 
Community College, 63- 
76 on March 2. 

The women’s team 
had a winning record 
with 19 wins and 7 
losses. They were 10-4 
in the conference and 
maintained a 10-win 
streak in the middle of 
the season. Four of the 
Lady Bobcats received 
postseason honors: 
Tatyana Lofton, Wendion 
Bibbins, Hanah Lott 
and Aliyah Bell. Lott 
was named Honorable 
Mention All-State and 
named to the All-Region 
23 Tournament team. 

“I think our season 
went very well,” said Lott. 
“To have a new coaching 
staff and it be their first 
year, as well as having 11 


freshmen and it be our 
first year, I think that 
we accomplished more 
than anyone thought we 
would.” 

Lott said that their main 
goal for the season was 
to get into state and the 
Region 23 Tournament. 

“That goal alone just 
fueled our fire for what 
we wanted to accomplish 
this year,” she said. 

The men had a winning 
season as well with a 
17-8 record. The men 
were also 10-4 in the 
conference. The men 
had two overtime games 
and two double overtime 
games. Their biggest win 
for the season was against 
Mississippi Gulf Coast 
Community College in 
double overtime. They 
defeated the bulldogs 95- 
93 after Ricky Holden had 
a driving layup with only 
six seconds left in the 
game. 

After winning that 
game, the Bobcats went 
on to play Southwest 
Community College for 
the MACJC Tournament. 
The Bobcats came 
up short in overtime 
with an ending score

When the National Basketball 
Association’s season kicked off for 
the Warriors, the Golden State 
powerhouse team based out of 
Oakland, Calif., no one was quite 
sure what to expect after they won 
their first championship title in over 
40 years. This sudden success from 
the Warriors was undoubtedly from 
the labors of their fourth year point- 
guard Stephen Curry, who has risen 
to sports stardom as the team’s front 
man in just one season and who has 
made headlines around the world. 

Following their unforeseen 
championship win, everyone 
wondered to what heights the team 
would continue to ascend. Would 
they fail to match their success 


and have their championship be 
considered a fluke?

This is important because 
not all degrees are ereated 
equal. For example, the 
market for eomputer 
science is mueh larger and 
more lucrative than it is 
for sculpting. As a result, it 
is not a bad investment to 
take out $50,000 in loans 
to go into a field that has a 
starting salary of $60,000 a 
year. The point is that these 
risk-reward deeisions are 
ones that should be made 
at the individual level, not 
by politieians. 

Many of the arguments 
in favor of a free college 
system involve emotional 
appeals about allowing the 
poor and downtrodden to 


escape the vieious cycle 
of poverty. Reality paints 
a pieture that is quite the 
opposite. 

According to the 
American Association 
of Community Colleges, 
most of the students 
eurrently attending four- 
year universities come 
from relatively wealthy 
baekgrounds, while most 
ehildren from more 
impoverished backgrounds 
don’t attend eollege at all 
and those that do typically 
congregate in eommunity 
eolleges. These trends exist 
despite the fact that many 
of the poor ean already 
attend college for free via 
various federal programs, 
such as Pell Grants. 

As a result, it is likely 


that shifting tuition costs 
to the taxpayer would 
disproportionately help 
those who are already fairly 
well off, leaving the poor 
paying taxes for a service 
that they simply do not 
utilize. 

Universities would cease 
to attraet the best and the 
brightest, and additional 
federal regulations mean 
that the quality of education 
that students reeeive would 
undoubtedly decline, mueh 
like it has with the publie 
sehool system. 

A high sehool diploma 
used to be enough to allow 
one to stand out in the 
job market, but now that 
everyone has a diploma, 
it is as if no one has a 
diploma. We are seeing the 


same thing happen with 
bachelor’s degrees. As more 
and more degrees flood 
the market, they beeome 
less and less valuable to 
employers. This is why 
an inereasing number of 
students enroll in grad- 
sehool programs. Providing 
essentially unlimited aecess 
to such degrees would only 
exaeerbate the situation. An 
edueated public is valuable, 
but a publie spending more 
than ever before for no gain 
in earning potential is no 
better off. Unemployment is 
unemployment regardless 
of degree. 

Ultimately the rising cost 
of college is a complicated 
issue, but offering free 
college is not the ideal 
solution.

Apple has been dropped. 

While Apple acted nobly 
by challenging the warrant, 
there were implications far 
beyond privacy for iPhone 
users. If the FBI were 
able to access Malik’s cell 
phone with Apple’s help, 
it’s true that it would have 
given important insight 
into the operations of ISIS 
within America’s borders. 
It is on these grounds that 


many had called for Apple 
to give the government 
access. 

However, it had also 
raised questions of 
surveillance and whether 
or not it is right for the 
government to have 
access to such software. 
By creating the software, 
Apple would make its 
customers’ personal 
information readily 

available to the U.S. 
government. If the FBI had 
access to that software, 
there is a possibility of 


government seizure of 
personal information 
without consent. 

Also, an even more 
daunting risk lingers over 
the whole ordeal. If the 
government controlled 
such software, and it 
was stolen, that would 
compromise all personal 
information for iPhone 
users. 

The issue represents a 
battle of national security 
versus individual privacy. 
While both sides have 
their points, I believe 


Apple’s actions should be 
commended. Government 
power has a dangerous 
tendency to expand 
far past the original 
intentions. 

Apple has done what 
they can to halt this 
possibility, but the issue 
has reached far beyond 
these implications. At this 
time, no one but the FBI 
knows how the iPhone was 
hacked, if the method will 
work on all phones and 
how secure the FBI has 
kept this method.

therapy for two years. 

“I was in rehabilitation for 
everything from breathing 
to learning to sit up. My 
brain injury caused me to 
have a hard time knowing 
the date, knowing who 
people were or even how 
to do simple tasks,” said 
Nicholson. 


Although rehabilitation 
helped Nicholson 

tremendously, it took him 
several weeks to get his full 
strength back. His family 
remodeled their house to 
suit Nicholson’s conditions. 
His modern wheelchair 
allows him to travel easier. 
The chair has a built-in 
wheel in the back that 
rolls automatically when 
connected to Bluetooth. 

Throughout his journey 


to recovery and transition 
back into normal routine, 
Nicholson always had full 
support from his family and 
friends. 

“At first, Braden was down 
and out about everything 
because he thought he 
couldn’t play ball or do 
the things he used to, but 
if you tell him he can’t 
do something, he will try 
his hardest to prove you 
wrong,” said Bobby Oxner, 


a friend of Nicholson’s. 
“With everything that has 
happened, he still refuses to 
give up and lose hope. He is 
one of the strongest people 
I know.” 

Although Nicholson has 
overcome many obstacles, 
he is still learning today. 

“Being paralyzed and 
having a brain injury on 
top of having diabetes is an 
every day struggle,” he said. 
“It’s not easy, but I choose 


to continue to become all 
that I can be. I am very 
independent, and I like to be 
treated the same as others.” 

Despite the hardships he 
endured to get where he is 
today, Nicholson decided 
to go back to school 
August 2015, enrolling at 
JCJC to further his career 
and become a football 
coach. Although he can 
no longer play football, 
Nicholson refuses to give 


up his lifelong passion or 
let his situation hinder his 
success. 

“A man once told me that 
I could do anything a man 
with two legs can do, but I 
will have to do it a different 
way,” Nicholson said. “So 
with that wisdom, that is 
what I plan to do with all my 
might. I found out that the 
Lord has other plans for my 
life. With his help, I plan to 
do his works.” 
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Awareness of depression, anxiety grows

Throughout the college 
community, depression 
and anxiety disorders 
are becoming more 
evident. There are many 
contributing factors that 
lead to such mild, or in some 
cases, severe disorders. 

“There is no question that 
all of the national surveys 
we have at our fingertips 
show a distinct rise in the 
number of mental health 
problems,” said Jerald Kay, 
M.D., professor and chair 
of the Department of 
Psychiatry at the Wright 
State University School 
of Medicine, quoted at 
psychcentral.com. “Indeed, 
in the past 15 years, 
depression has doubled 
and suicide tripled.” 

According to 

psychcentral.com, the 
typical ages for depression 


onset are between 18 and 
24, though most start 
around 22. Stressors 
surrounding these ages 
in a college environment 
include balancing classes, 
work, family and friends. 

“If students do not feel 
adequate or prepared 
to cope with the new 
environment of a college 
campus, they could easily 
become susceptible to 
depression and anxiety,” 
said Harrison Davis, Ph.D., 
assistant professor of 
counseling and coordinator 
of the community 
counseling master’s 

program at North Georgia 
College & State University, 
according to psychcentral. 

These issues do 
not exclusively cause 
depression; anxiety also 
occurs. In fact, depression 
and anxiety often coincide 
with one another. 


According to the Anxiety 
and Depression Association 
of America, close to half 
of those diagnosed with 
a form of depression are 
also diagnosed with some 
degree of anxiety disorder. 

Out of the people who 
find themselves in these 
situations, very few actually 
seek help due to a social 
stigma. Patrick W. Corrigan 
from psychologicalscience. 
org reports that in 2011, 
only 59.6 percent of those 
suffering from mental 
issues received treatment. 

“From a public 
standpoint, stereotypes 
depicting people with 
mental illness as being 
dangerous, unpredictable, 
responsible for their illness, 
or generally incompetent 
can lead to active 
discrimination, such as 
excluding people...,” said 
Corrigan. “To avoid being 


discriminated against, 
some people may also try 
to avoid being labeled as 
‘mentally ill’ by denying or 
hiding their problems and 
refusing to seek help.” 

Pyschcentral also reports 
that the majority of students 
are too embarrassed to look 
for help from a stranger 
and only 23 percent feel 
comfortable telling close 
friends. In some cases, 
they may avoid help out of 
fear of confidentiality or 
because of their current 
financial state. 

For students who need 
and want help, it is available. 
Jones County Junior 
College has free counseling 
for those in need, and it is 
available Monday through 
Thursday from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m and on Friday from 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m. To set up an 
appointment, call (601) 477- 
4257, or go by during office 


hours. 

Another source is the 
National Suicide Prevention 
Hotline at l(800)-273-8255. 
According to pyschcentral, 
this number can be 
contacted for crises or 


just to talk. Depression 
and anxiety may not be 
something one can fully 
avoid, but there are ways 
to counteract and improve 
it in order to live a happier 
life. 


Mental illness treatments offer diversity in approach

Mental illness is affecting 
millions of college 
students across the nation. 
According to the 2013 
National College Health 
Assessment produced 
by the American College 
Health Association, 57 
percent of women and 40 
percent of men reported 
feeling severe anxiety over 
the course of that year. 

Additionally, the same 
survey indicated that 
approximately 30 percent 
of students experienced 
depression that 

significantly obstructed 
the ability to function on 
a day-to-day basis. With 
such an epidemic forming, 
the question of effective 
treatment arises. 

There are two industries 
that currently attempt to 
help people suffering from 
mental illness: mainstream 
medicine and alternative, 
or holistic, medicine. 

Mainstream medicine 
is the treatment which 
involves modern 

technology and healthcare, 
focusing on the abilities 
of doctors and advances 
in medical science. 
Alternative medicine relies 
on traditional knowledge 
and natural, non- 
pharmaceutical methods 
to treat illness. Webmd 
describes holistic medicine 
as a form of healing that 
must involve the body, 
spirit, mind and emotions 
to achieve optimal 
health and wellness. 
Examples of holistic 


medicine include exercise, 
diet, psychotherapy, 

acupuncture, massage 
therapy, naturopathy, 
homeopathy, chiropractic 
care and spiritual 
counseling. 

Despite advances 

in Western medicine, 
psychoactive drugs, such 
as those used to treat 
depression and anxiety, are 
fairly difficult to develop. 
The main obstacle is the 
sheer complexity of the 
human brain. In an article 
for “Psychology Today,” Dr. 
Mario Garrett spoke on this 
topic. 

“Can we map over 
125,000 trillion switches 
in the human brain?” said 
Garrett. “Our brain is the 
most complex machine 
that ever existed. We still 
do not yet understand how 
it works.” 

Mainstream medicines 


for mental illness also 
have potential for intense 
side effects. The website 
for the drug Zoloft- 
one of the most popular 
antidepressants according 
to ABC News-lists 
agitation, hallucinations 
and coma as possible 
reactions to treatment, and 
these risks are higher in 
children, teens and young 
adults. 

Because of these risks, 
many people choose 
to pursue alternative 
medicine. However, some 
of the treatments offered in 
this industry lack scientific 
evidence. “Smithsonian 
Magazine” reports that 
up to one third of popular 
holistic treatments have 
not been tested, but that 
statistic is declining. 

Manuela Malaguti-Boyle, 
who has a Master’s of 
Health Science, a degree 


that focuses on medical 
research methodology, 
published an article in the 
“International Journal of 
Research and Reports” 
that explores the testing of 
holistic healing. 

One of the studies she 
cites compared traditional 
Chinese medicine, such 
as acupuncture and 
herbal remedies, to 
pharmaceutical products 
in patients with muscular 
pain. She believes that 
many holistic methods now 
have sufficient data to test 
their effectiveness. 

“In this challenging 
environment, the whole- 


system approach has 
matured as a viable option 
for research and analysis,” 
said Malaguit-Boyle. 

Though mainstream 
medicine is far more 
frequently used, each 
method has proponents, 
and many believe both 
have merit. In an article 
for “Psychology Today,” 
Dr. Lisa Rankin advocates 
using holistic healing 
and positive life habits in 
conjunction with drugs. 

Former JCJC student Ali 
Berry shares the opinion 
of many doctors that each 
person’s struggle with 
mental illness is unique and 


requires unique treatment. 

“Well, it’s very case by 
case I think,” said Berry. 
“Certain antidepressants 
don’t help every person.” 

In any case, the official 
recommendation of the 
Anxiety and Depression 
Association of America is 
to use lifestyle changes 
and non-medicine based 
healing in conjunction with 
prescribed medication. 

However, due to the 
high numbers of people 
affected by mental illness, 
the debate of holistic 
healing versus mainstream 
medicine shows no sign of 
resolving. 


People using social media to romanticize pain

With social media, 
people can connect no 
matter the distance. Yet, 
experts have pointed to 
the negative mental health 
implications of social 
media, ineluding its harsh 
impact on adolescents 
and their reeent trend 
of romantieizing mental 
illness. 

While dealing with 
the stresses of school, 
young adults often seek 
aeeeptance, and in an age of 
soeial media, they are able 
to find it behind a keyboard. 
One of the most popular 
sites for adoleseents 
seeking acceptance is 
Tumblr. Tumblr is a blog¬ 
hosting website, and of its 
millions of blogs, several 
are devoted to discussing 
mental illness. Though 


mental illness is something 
many need to discuss, 
these websites are not 
always the best outlet for 
open diseussion. 

Social media has begun 
romanticizing mental 
illnesses of all kinds. 
Some social media users 
are elaiming to have 
depression, anxiety, bipolar 
or any number of mental 
illnesses in order to appear 
dark and mysterious. 
The bloggers are often 
undiagnosed, eonfusing 
depression for normal 
negative emotions, and are 
using the claims as a way to 
fit in online. 

A visit to Tumblr will 
reveal several sueh blogs, 
filled with hundreds of 
sad photos and art, dark 
poetry or quotes, all which 
provoke eompassion 
and pity from readers. 
These bloggers receive 


attention from followers, 
which encourages them 
to continue to share their 
suffering. 

Dr. Mark Reinecke, 
ehief psychologist at 
Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital, reeently spoke 
to “The Atlantic” about his 
opinions regarding social 
media and the impaet it 
has on adolescent mental 
health. 

“During the vulnerable 
years which adolescents 
seek out self-affirmation 
and reeognition from 
others, this new promise of 
being recognized as strong, 
beautiful and mysterious 
ean be very tempting,” said 
Reinecke. 

While teenagers have 
always turned to vices 
sueh as drugs and alcohol 
in pursuit of social 
acceptance, the social 
media revolution has 


brought mental illness onto 
that list. Dr. Stan Kuteher, 
an adolescent psyehiatry 
expert, has identified the 
reason for this as simple 
misinformation. 

“In this waterfall of 
information on the internet 
there is a laek of eritical 
understanding,” says 

Kuteher. “You see kids 
are identifying as having 
depression, but don’t have 
depression. They are upset, 
or they are demoralized, 
or they are distressed 
about something. But not 
depressed.” 

Aceording to these 
experts, adolescents are 
confusing their everyday 
problems with severe 
mental illness, thanks to the 
misinformation offered by 
social media. The question 
left is, where will they 
reeeive the information 
needed to provide clarity? 


If mental illness is 
romanticized, do you 
believe it harms 
honest conversation 
about legitimate 
mental illness?

Blaming those 
with conditions 
helps no one

Mental illness can affect 
anybody no matter gender, 
race, religion or occupation. 
When someone begins to 
experience mental health 
issues first hand, it can 
often lead to blaming 
oneself for the illness. 

Nearly 20 percent of 
Americans suffer from a 
mental illness every year, 
according to the National 
Institute of Mental Health. 
That number is estimated 
to be somewhere around 
43.7 million people. 

Many factors play an 
important role for the 
cause and reason of a 
mental illness including 
genetic predispositions, 
environmental aspects 
and hormonal imbalances. 
According to the American 
Psychological Association, 
environmental factors can 
play a role in mental illness; 
however, behavior does 
not create disorders like 
smoking can cause cancer. 

Another issue an 
individual with mental 
health issues face is the 
countless number of people 
who believe that mental 
illness does not exist or 
can easily be overcome. 
These beliefs are creating 
stigmas that can further 
harm sufferers and prevent 
much-needed treatment. 

According to “Everyday 
Health,” stereotypes 

include people with 
depression lack willpower, 
are antisocial, are defective 
and have out-of-control 
emotions. 

Some stigmas 

surrounding mental illness 
are potentially dangerous 
for the patient. For instance, 
some people believe that 


all mental health patients 
are violent and prone to 
committing horrific crimes. 
Mental Health America 
concluded in 2002 that 
the media focuses on the 
negative aspects of mental 
health including violent 
offenses even though these 
occurrences are minute. 
These incorrect beliefs 
stem from the uncommon 
symptoms of psychiatric 
illness where patients are 
off their medications and 
act out in violent manners. 

Mental health is a 
serious topic, and branding 
someone with labels 
because they are depressed 
or hear voices is unhelpful 
and unnecessary. Because 
mental illness affects so 
many people, stereotypical 
labeling is harmful in that 
it may prevent people from 
receiving treatment. 

Even people who suffer 
from mental disorders 
believe that failed suicide 
attempts are only cries 
for help, according 
the National Library of 
Medicine. 

According to “Everyday 
Health,” a person with 
depression must struggle 
with choosing whom to 
reveal their condition 
to. Finding a support 
network of people who 
are trustworthy, who 
understand depression and 
who have experienced it 
themselves is best for those 
currently struggling with 
depression. Online support 
groups continue to increase 
for those with various 
mental illnesses, offering 
people a safe harbor from 
judgment. As mental health 
education continues to 
grow within the public, so 
will the understanding and 
acceptance of illnesses.

In the United States, 
suicide is viewed 
through many different 
lenses. Some call it the 
“coward’s way” or “easy 
way,” but others call it a 
“brave choice” or a “hard 
decision with difficult 
consequences.” While 
there are many different 
views of suicide in our 
country, one fact remains: 
suicide is a problem. 

According to the 
American Foundation for 
Suicide Prevention, suicide 
is the tenth leading cause 
of death in the United 
States; nearly 43,000 
people commit suicide 
every year. The foundation 
also states that for every 
successful suicide, there 
are 25 failed attempts. 

This amounts to over 
one million people 
involved in suicidal actions 
every year. These numbers 
do not include the family 
members and friends who 
are also directly affected 
by suicide. 

Because of this, 
hundreds of organizations 


have been formed with 
the sole purpose of 
assisting those who 
have issues with suicidal 
thoughts or actions. The 
most prominent include 
the National Suicide 
Prevention Lifeline (1-800- 
273-8255) and the Crisis 
Text Line (741-741). 

There are also 
celebrity influences. 
Most celebrities simply 
endorse or support suicide 
prevention organizations. 
Miley Cyrus and Zac Efron 
endorse To Write Love 
on Her Arms, which is an 
outreach program that 
attempts to inform those 
struggling with self-harm 
and suicidal thoughts that 
life can get better. They do 
not currently have a crisis 
hotline but hope to open 
one in the near future. 
The It Gets Better Project, 
partnered with The Trevor 
Project, is supported by 
Ellen DeGeneres and 
Neill Patrick Harris. The 
projects are focused on 
giving support to those 
who are bullied for being 
gay. The Trevor Project 
has a crisis hotline (1- 
866-488-7386) for those 


who are struggling with 
themselves or others close 
to them being gay. 

Other notable campaigns 
are actually run and 
funded by the celebrities 
themselves. One show 
that is full of philanthropic 
actors is “Supernatural.” 
The ongoing show features 
Jared Padalecki, Jensen 
Ackles and Misha Collins as 
the three main characters. 
All three have taken a 
strong stance against 
suicide and run T-shirt 
and product campaigns to 
fund other organizations. 

Padalecki’s project is 
the Always Keep Fighting 
campaign. His T-shirts, 
hoodies and beanies 
have supplied funding 
to organizations like To 
Write Love On Her Arms 
for five years. For the 
five-year anniversary, the 
AKF campaign released a 
new line called the Love 
Yourself First campaign. 

“Loving yourself is vital 
in the fight against mental 


health problems,” said 
Padalecki, “so I want to 
encourage y’all to focus 
on loving yourselves first... 
each and every one of you 
is worthy.” 

Collins and Ackles began 
the You Are Not Alone 
campaign this year to 
support the new SPNFamily 
Crisis Support Network. 
The Network will be a 
support system centered 
around the members 
of the “Supernatural” 
fandom. The crisis hotline 
is not open yet since the 
program has only been in 
existence since February, 
but the hope is to have it 
up in the next month. 

These organizations and 
campaigns are driven by 
the hope that people have 
somewhere to turn for 
help when they are in their 
darkest hours. Every one 
of the hotlines listed above 
is available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, and all 
of them exist to help those 
who are struggling.

Beauty is in the eye of 
the beholder, and, in most 
cases, the eye is looking 
in the mirror picking out 
every flaw. This can lead to 
serious mental conditions 
such as body dysmorphic 
disorder, anxiety, anorexia 
and bulimia. 

Eating disorders 

are the deadliest of all 
mental health conditions, 
according to the American 
Journal of Psychiatry. An 
estimated four percent of 
all anorexics will die due 
to complications of their 
mental illness. 

Many people believe that 
mental health disorders 
have only emotional 
symptoms; however, most 
profoundly in anorexics 
and bulimics, the toll 


of mental instability 
considerably affects the 
physical body as well. 

Anorexia and bulimia 
affect women, but men 
are affected by these 
disorders as well. 

According to the 
National Institute of 
Health, up to 15 percent 
of those with eating 
disorders are men. Like 
breast cancer, anorexia 
and bulimia are seen 
as “women disorders.” 
This stigma 
allows males 
with eating 
disorders to 
not accept 
their mental 
health 
diagnosis, 
preventing 
them from 
obtaining the 
proper help 


and treatment they need. 

Anorexia involves the 
controlled intake of food 
and the obsessive need 
to exercise to constantly 
lose weight. Men who 
experience anorexia or 
bulimia, however, tend 
to be more focused on 
exercising to “bulk up.” 

In order to combat the 
stigma and better control 
this disease in males, the 
idea that men cannot 
experience body image 
issues must 
be reduced. 
Even doctors, 
e r a p i s t s 
and other 
healthcare 
workers 
accept the 
gender norms 
and blow 
off the idea 
that eating 


disorders and mental 
health illnesses in 
general discriminate 
against certain 

genders. For example, 
“nationaleatingdisorder. 
org” states that the eating 
disorder assessments 
healthcare providers use 
are gender biased and 
shortcut men. 

Furthermore, awareness 
must be established for all 
people. Eating disorders 
are a taboo subject, but 
that cannot stop open 
conversation about why 
these illnesses affect 
people and who they 
affect.

A student's perspective: 

How I dealt with sudden depression 


I recently experienced 
a time of great calamity 
that has fundamentally 
changed who I am as a 
person. 

This period began 
towards the end of last 
year while I was still in 
school. While my tale 
may simply be the college 
blues, this period resulted 
in the forging of a person I 
was afraid to even look at 
in a mirror. 

This person was not 
me. Throughout high 
school and my time at 
Jones, I was so full of life 
and energy and ready to 
take on the world. This 
was not to last. 

During my first 
semester at the University 
of Southern Mississippi, 
I began to feel tired. I 
wasn’t exhausted but 


rather annoyed at almost 
everything school- 

related. This is very 
likely a common feeling 
so I initially did not think 
much of it. However, 
the feeling only grew in 
intensity, and I began to 
skip days and eventually 
weeks. Obviously my 
grades suffered, resulting 
in an entire semester 
of failed classes. As I 
thought my college career 
and future was finished, 
stress and anxiety took 
hold and reawakened a 
darkness I haven’t felt 
since childhood. 

I won’t go into detail 
about what this was but 
I will say it was a difficult 
time, which led to me 
acquiring a fear of being 
around others. This 
consumed me and my 


every thought. 

And finally, the tired 
feeling began to envelope 
everything in life. I was 
sick of everything and 
everyone. I felt as if I was 
walking towards a brick 
wall and there was nothing 
more. Then I became 
bored. Life no longer held 
any excitement for me and 
even my favorite hobbies 
became less interesting. 
In fact, I pretty much 
lost all interest in all I 
previously held dear. 

After taking such 
a downward spiral, I 
contemplated suicide, 
something I never 
imagined I would consider 
before. On New Year’s Day, 
I even made the attempt. 
This was my wake up call. 

I have since sought out 
help and have been much 


better. I have goals again. 
I’m even attempting to 
improve myself by working 
out and adopting a more 
positive outlook. I once 
again feel like the world 
is my oyster and I can do 
whatever I set my mind to. 

I hope this story helps 
someone overcome 
hardships and feelings 
of being utterly down. I 
know what that is like; 
I have suffered through 
it myself. I can say that 
seeking out the help 
of others is one of the 
best courses of action. 
I promise with time 
and dedication anyone 
suffering from depression 
of any level can remove 
it from their lives as I 
have and emerge a better 
person from behind that 
brick wall.

being euthanized because 
of a lack of space, supplies 
or a home has been 
reduced dramatically. 
Every year, nearly 3,000 
animals go through the 
transport program to find 
happy homes. 

“1 firmly believe when 
we’re working together, 
we can save more lives,” 
said Sims. 

Southern Pines is 
currently home to many 
animals, including Lasso, a 
one-year-old hound mix. 
Lasso was surrendered to 
SPAS because her owner 
could not handle her 
active behavior. 

“She’s very sweet; she 


just has a problem with 
being left alone,” said event 
and volunteer coordinator 
Brittany McAllister. “She 
just likes to wander if she 
gets out.” 

Lasso’s adoption fee 
has been reduced to $75, 
and those who would 
like to adopt her need to 
know that she loves toys 
and chewing. She would 
need to be inside when 
her owners are home 
and outside or crated 
when they are away to 
keep her from gnawing 
furniture. Her potential 
owners would have to 
be able to exercise with 
her to allow her to let off 
excess energy, and, if she 
is kept outside, a six-foot 
fence is recommended to 
keep her from jumping 


it and wandering. Lasso 
has been spayed and 
microchipped and she 
is up-to-date on her 
vaccinations.

such as herbs, oils and 
acupuncture, for mental 
health issues. JCJC survey 
results were divided on 
this issue, with 32 percent 
of students believing 
that these are effective 
alternatives, 32 percent 
disagreeing and 35 percent 
believing that both holistic 
and traditional medicine 
are valid. 

Mental health is being 
discussed more on social 
media, and on some 
sites appearing to be a 
mainstream topic among 
youth. Unfortunately, 
rather than adolescents 
always having open, honest 
conversations about mental 
health, websites such as 
Tumblr are glorifying the 
concept of living with 
mental illnesses everyday. 


According to the recent 
JCJC survey, 65 percent of 
students agreed that these 
websites are romanticizing 
mental illness. 

May is known as Mental 
Health month across the 
country, and the theme 
for this year is “Life with a 
Mental Illness,” according 
to Mental Health America. 
College students are now 
becoming involved with the 
advocacy for mental health 
because of its effect on 
their demographic. While 
talking about mental health 
may seem taboo among 
college students, it is one of 
the biggest issues college 
students encounter while 
attending college.
